A correspondent of the New York World 
gives the following : 
The women and children on the south 


such a race of death that thousands leaped 
from the doors and windows with nothing ou 


out the simplest night apparel. It was not an 


uncommon thing to see a woman in her pight- 
dress rushing to the fire and joining in the fu- 
tile efforts at resistance. At the burning of 
the Catholic Orphan Asyiam on Huron street 
a brave woman sprang upon the roof in noth- 
ing but a night-gowa, and poured water upon 
the fire as men brought it trom the cistern. 

. THE MORTAL PANG. 


The most horrible of ali the horrible things 
[ bave heard of is the driving from their beds 
of several women enciente and their confine- 
ment in the streets A woman in this con- 
dition was dragged from a burning bed on 
Obio street, nor.b side, her arma, face and 
breast covered with listers. She was wrap- 
ped in a carpet and borne to the north branch 
on the banks of which she was delivered of 
stout male child. As tse wails of the child 
tose on the familiar air the wails of the 
mother subsided to sighs and the sighs ceased. 
As the poor woman attained an earthly suc- 
cessor in this material world she vanished to 
the land of souls. This is by no means an 
isolated case. A woman was taken froma 
shanty on Water street and was delivered in 
a wagon, but both mother and child lived, 
and both escaped the fire. There were also 
three cases of prematare births im the park. 

“HUNGER AND NAKEDNESS.” 

In sevaral instances women rushed from 
burning buildings enveloped in an aureole 
of flame—their clothing on fire from neck to 
ankle. In some cases these were rolled on 
the ground and the fire smothered; they 
were wrapped in blankets when blankets 
were accessible ; but three of four more that 
I have heard of were saved ouly by being de- 
prived of every vestige of their clothing by 
strong hands. Of course some of them de- 
clared that they had rather die than to be 
exposed in the streets; but “life is more 
than raiment’—so the men thought. 

A GOOD BATCH. 

In Ontario street, near Clark, where the 
fire suddenly leaped across westward through 
the north division, a baby ten months old 
was thrown from a fourth-story window and 
caught in a blanket by men congregated be- 
low. It started head downwards, like Sam 
Patch in his last leap, but graduaily regained 
the perpendicular, and alighted on its feet 
like an athlete. The infant was somewhat 
worried for breath at first, and couldn't 
scream worth a cent in its new woollen cra- 
die, but it gradually recovered equilibrium, 
and in five minutes was serenely sucking its 
thumb. The father climbed down by the 
tin water-pipe at the corner of the building,
